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It’s “out of the frying pan, into the fire” for the Corn- 
huskers tonight, as coach Joe Cipriano’s crew has to come 
back from Saturday night’s game with Big Eight pre-season 
favorite Oklahoma to play the winner of the last two con- 
ference titles as coach Jack Hartman’s Kansas State Wildcats 
invade the Coliseum in their Baskin-Robbins uniforms. “We 
couldn't have had a much tougher way to open the con- 
ference season,” Cipriano moans. “We opened with Kansas 
at Lawrence, then have to come home to play Oklahoma 
and Kansas State, the conference favorites and two teams 
that have always been able to win on the road.” 

The Huskers will be trying to break the Wildcats’ four 
game strangle-hold dating back to Nebraska's come-from- 
behind 61-60 win in Lincoln two years ago. Since then, 
Hartman’s Big Eight “dynasty” has claimed an 81-76 over- 
time win at Manhattan in the 1971-72 finale, clobbered the 
Huskers twice last year (82-55 in Lincoln and 97-70 at Man- 
hattan to clinch a second straight league crown), then 
bombed the Huskers again, 68-47, in the opening round of 
the Big Eight tournament last month in Kansas City. 

In that game, 6-9 senior forward Larry Williams was 
the Purple Pride’s big gun with 18 points and 14 rebounds 
as K-State pulled away to a 38-21 halftime margin, then 
coasted to the win, limiting the Huskers to their lowest 
point total of the year. The Wildcats slipped the next night 
against Iowa State, 61-55, but came back to beat Colorado, 
84-82 at the gun, for third place. They got a rough start in 
league play, dropping a 65-63 decision at Oklahoma, Jan. 12, 
in the opener, but bounced back two nights later to beat 
Oklahoma State at Stillwater, 72-69. The ’Cats were 9-5 over- 
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all and 1-1 in the league going into Saturday's key TV game 
at Manhattan against nationally-ranked, red-hot and sur- 
prising Missouri. 

Hartman has indicated he'll start seniors Lon Kruger 
(5-11), 1973’s Big Eight Player-of-the-Year, and Danny Beard 
(6-3) at the guards, and Williams and 6-8 freshman Dean 
Harris at the forwards. 6-814 senior Gene McVey missed the 
Big Eight tournament, but is back in action now and is 
expected to start at the post against the Huskers. While 
McVey was gone, 6-9 sophomore Carl Gerlach filled in with 
a fine job. 

The Huskers’ starting lineup still isn’t set as they get 
into the second half of the season. Jerry Fort, the Big Eight 
tournaments’ leading scorer and an all-tourney selection, 
will probably be one guard, but the other spot appears to 
be up for grabs between 6-1 senior Tom Novak and 6-3 
sophomore Ricky Marsh. The front line is almost entirely 
up for grabs, with freshmen Ron Taylor, Mark Enright, Bob 
Siegel and Rickey Harris, sophomore Larry Cox, junior Steve 
Erwin and senior Brendy Lee all prime contenders. 

The Huskers head south this weekend for games with 
Oklahoma State at Stillwater, Saturday night, and Oklahoma 
at Norman, Monday night, then won’t play again until a 
Feb. 5 home game with Iowa State.
